of  the  Board  of  Management  of 
THE  SOUTH  LONDON  HOSPITAL  FOR  WOMEN 

AND  CHILDREN 

for  the  year  1946 


The  Board  of  Management  have  pleasure  in  presenting  their 
thirty -fifth  Annual  Report  together  with  audited  accounts  for  the 
year  ended  81st  December,  1946. 

THE  YEAR’ S  WORK 


The  work  of  the  hospital,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following 
figures,  steadily  increased 

1946  1945  1944 

In-Patients  ..  3,282  3,014  2,899 

New  Out-patients  ..  17,892  15,713  11,895 

Out-patients  attendances  81,748  70,396  56,172 

648  babies  were  bom  in  the  maternity  wards  of  the  hospital 
compared  with  480  in  1945.  The  increased  numbers  were  due, 
not  to  additional  beds,  but  to  a  request  from  the  Ministry  of 
Health  asking  Hospitals  to  increase  the  number  of  maternity 
cases  admitted  by  reducing  the  length  of  stay,  when  possible,  to 
ten  days,  owing  to  the  great  shortage  of  maternity  accommoda¬ 
tion  . 

323  mothers,  confined  at  home,  were  attended  by  the  hos¬ 
pital's  District  Midwives,  compared  with  140  in  the  previous 
year,  and  7,454  district  visits  were  made  as  against  3,427  in  1945. 

Throughout  the  War  the  hospital  has  had  the  use  of  ten  beds 
at  the  Schiff  Home,  Cobham,  and  this  facility  is  still  extended  to 
us  and  231  of  our  patients  were  admitted  during  1946  for  opera¬ 
tion  by  the  surgeons  on  the  staff  of  this  hospital. 

FINANCE 


The  Income  and  Expenditure  account  for  the  year  closed 
with  an  adverse  balance  of  £14,971.  Expenditure  rose  from 
£69,433  to  £87,640,  and  Income  from  £69,866  to  £72,669. 

The  increase  in  expenditure  is  partly  due  to  the  greater 
volume  of  work  carried  out  in  al!  departments,  but  mainly  to 
the  continued  rise  in  prices  of  drugs,  dressings  and  other  essen¬ 
tials,  further  increases  in  nursing  and  domestic  staff  salaries, 
renewal  of  furniture  and  bedding,  and  re-decoration  of  ward 
units,  this  is  reflected  by  an  increase  in  the  cost,  of  each  in¬ 
patient  per  week  from  £7  8s.  lOd.  in  1945  to  £8  15s.  4d.  in  1946. 
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FUTURE  EXTENSIONS 

During  the  past  year  several  properties  have  been  purchased 
with  the  object  of  extending  the  wrork  of  the  Hospital. 

The  urgent  need  for  more  hospital  maternity  beds  in  London 
prompted  the  Board  to  submit  a  scheme  to  the  Ministry  of  Health 
for  the  conversion  of  a  large  house  in  Nightingale  Lane  into  a 
thirty-bed  post-maternity  home. 

Tlie  scheme  having  received  the  approval  of  the  Ministry, 
plans  were  prepared  for  the  necessary  adaptations,  and  it  is  hoped 
to  open  the  home  in  the  Summer  of  1947. 

Preston  Lodge,  adjoining  the  hospital  grounds,  has  been 
purchased  for  use  as  a  District  Midwives’  Home,  the  work  on  the 
district  having  increased  enormously  since  it  was  started  in 
September  1944,  and  this  extra  accommodation  will  enable  still 
more  work  to  be  done. 

The  N  urses'  Preliminary  Training  School  has  been  moved 
from  the  Hospital  to  a  house  in  Streatham  Park. 

Two  other  houses  have  been  acquired,  and  will  be  opened 
when  alterations  are  carried  out,  to  accommodate  the  extra 
nurses  required  to  staff  the  post-maternity  home,  a  children’s 
ward  completed  just  before  the  war,  and  not  as  yet  used  as  a  ward, 
and  eight  additional  private  rooms. 

Negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  a  property  at  Crawley, 
Sussex,  for  use  as  a  Country  Branch,  to  which  reference  was  made 
in  last  year’s  report,  were  completed  and  plans  to  convert  it 
into  a  fifty  bed  pre -convalescent  home  have  been  passed  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

These  new  extensions  will  bring  the  total  number  of  in¬ 
patient  beds  to  266.

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NURSING  STAFF 

The  Board  wish  again  to  pay  tribute  to  the  Matron,  Miss 
Evennett,  and  feel  that  this  is  an  opportune  moment  to  record 
that,  thanks  to  her  efforts,  there  has  been  no  serious  shortage  of 
nursing  staff  during  the  past  six  difficult  years.  The  96  hour 
fortnight  introduced  for  day  nurses  in  1938  has  remained  in 
force  and  only  lack  of  accommodation  has  prevented  this  reduc¬ 
tion  in  working  hours  being  extended  to  the  night  staff. 

STREATHAM  BED  COMMITTEES 

Another  outstanding  year’s  work  is  the  achievement  of  the 
Streatham  Bed  Committee  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Mrs. 
F.  S.  Glover,  and  the  Streatham  Vale  Bed  Committee,  Chairman 
Mrs.  Carr. 

Six  beds  are  supported  in  the  Maternity  Wards  by  the 
Streatham  Bed  Committee  and  one  by  the  Streatham  Vale  Com¬ 
mittee,  at  a  cost  of  £1,050. 

The  Board  express  their  deep  gratitude  to  the  honorary 
officials  and  members  of  these  Committees,  whose  full  reports 
appear  on  pages  23  to  25. 

THE  LINEN  GUILD 

Each  year  the  Board  has  reason  to  be  grateful  to  the  members 
of  the  Linen  Guild  and  Working  Party  whose  practical  help  is  of 
great  assistance  to  the  Hospital. 

The  report  of  the  Honorary  Organiser,  Mrs.  Boyle,  to  whose 
energy  the  Guild  owe  so  much,  will  be  found  on  page  22. 

CLAPHAM  BED  ASSOCIATION 

This  association  has  had  a  most  successful  year,  having 
raised  not  only  sufficient  to  support  their  existing  bed,  but 
having  funds  in  hand  to  name  a  second  bed  in  1947. 

Grateful  thanks  are  extended  to  Mrs.  Callingham,  Chair¬ 
man,  and  the  honorary  officials  of  the  Association.  A  report 
appears  on  page  27. 

UNITED  WOMEN’ S  LEAGUE 

This  League  has  nearly  reached  its  goal  of  £1,000  for  the 
endowment  of  a  bed  to  be  named  after  their  late  Chairman, 
Mrs.  E.  L.  Gerratt. 

SPECIAL  EVENTS,  1946 

Broadcast  Appeal.  On  Sunday,  February  9th,  Mr. 
Godfrey  Winn  made  an  eloquent  appeal  and  as  a  result  £2,300 
was  received,  mostly  in  small  amounts.  The  Board  are  deeply 
grateful  to  Mr.  Winn  and  to  the  thousands  of  listeners  who 
responded  to  his  appeal  for  this  magnificent  help. 
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Annual  Garden  Fete.  Hold  on  Saturday,  15th  June,  and 
opened  by  Miss  Frances  Day,  the  Fete  realised  £1,343  Is.  4d., 
in  addition  to  £1,200  4s.  Id.  contained  in  purses  presented  to 
Miss  Day,  a  total  of  £2,543  5s.  5d.  It  is  difficult  adequately  to 
thank  those  responsible  for  this  splendid  effort,  but  the  Board 
realise  the  immense  amount  of  time  devoted  to  the  organisation 
of  this  annual  event  by  the  Executive  Committee,  under  the 
Chairmanship  of  the  Reverend  Dudley  Hodges,  and  they  are 
correspondingly  grateful. 

Hospitals  Day.  The  sale  of  emblems  in  May  and  October 
realised  £488  Is.  8d.,  and  thanks  are  tendered  to  the  organisers 
and  sellers  for  this  substantial  help. 

Christmas  Presents  Sale.  Once  again  the  stalls  were  well 
stocked  with  useful  gifts,  and  the  total  realised  was  £524  19s.  lOd  . 
for  which  the  Board  are  most  grateful. 

It  is  impossible  to  thank  individually  all  those  who  have 
helped  the  Hospital,  by  gifts  and  by  personal  service,  through 
another  difficult  year,  but  their  support  is  indeed  appreciated  by 
the  Board,  and  sincere  gratitude  is  expressed  to  one  and  all. 

Greatly  appreciated  grants  of  £2,700  for  maintenance  and 
£1,000  towards  the  cost  of  the  purchase  of  houses  for  maternity 
annexe  and  nurses’  accommodation  were  received  from  King 
Edward’s  Hospital  Fund,  and  one  of  £590  from  the  Metropolitan 
Hospital  Sunday  Fund. 

CONCLUSION 

1947,  the  hospital’s  last  full  working  year  as  a  voluntary 
hospital,  will  call  for  strenuous  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  Board, 
of  Management  and  the  hospital’s  many  friends  and  supporters. 

The  new  extensions  referred  to  earlier  in  this  report  will 
add  considerably  to  the  maintenance  costs  which  it  is  anticipated 
will  be  in  the  neighbourhood  of  £100,000,  and  in  addition  there 
will  be  heavy  capital  costs  to  meet  for  the  adaptations  and  furn¬ 
ishing  of  the  new  buildings. 

The  Board  therefore  ask  all  those  who  have  the  welfare  of 
this  hospital  for  women  and  children  at  heart  to  give  as  gener¬ 
ously  as  they  are  able,  and  to  endeavour  to  obtain  new  interest 
and  support,  bearing  in  mind  that,  even  when  the  National 
Health  Service  Act  comes  into  force,  voluntary  support  will  be 
essential  if  the  hospital’s  present  high  standard  of  service  is  to 
be  maintained.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ALMONER 


The  Almoner’s  department  has  had  a  very  busy  and  interesting  year;  with 
t lie  closing  of  the  Home  of  Recovery  at  Chistlehurst  there  has  been  a  great  demand 
for  convalescence  for  in-patients:  in  these  days  of  shortage  of  domestic  help  it  is 
impossible  for  many  married  women  to  return  home  until  they  are  fit  to  take  up 
again  their  responsibilities  with  all  that  these  involve  in  the  way  of  standing  in 
queues  at  the  shops.  Unfortunately  many  Convalescent  Homes  have  not  yet  re¬ 
opened  after  the  war  years,  and  it  has  been  difficult  to  find  vacancies  at  homes 
suited  to  the  patient’s  medical  needs  and  temperament,  at  the  time  she  is  ready  to 
travel.  In  spite  of  this,  134  patients  have  been  sent  away  during  the  year. 

The  Almoner  has  been  asked  to  solve  very  diverse  problems,  some  being  very 
simple  ones  relating  to  the  many  restrictions  of  present  day  life,  but  many  seem  to 
have  no  solution.  The  constantly  recurring  one  is  that  of  the  care  of  old  people- 
so  little  can  be  done  for  them,  and  the  crying  need  is  for  Homes  where  they  can  live 
in  independence,  but  where  a  certain  amount  of  supervision  and  help  is  forthcoming 
when  necessary. 

In  many  difficult  cases  the  Family  Welfare  Association  (formerly  the  C.O.S.) 
has  given  most  valuable  co-operation  and  assistance,  as  have  Local  Councils  of 
Social  Service,  The  Friends  of  The  Poor,  Probation  Officers,  Moral  Welfare  Workers, 
etc.  344  patients  have  been  recommended  surgical  appliances,  and  financial  help 
has  been  obtained  from  various  sources  for  those  unable  to  meet  the  whole  cost. 

During  1946  more  new  patients  attended  the  Special  Clinic  than  in  the  previous 
year.  Many  of  them  were  referred  by  their  own  doctors  or  from  other  departments 
of  the  Hospital,  but  many  came  along  of  their  own  accord ;  having  read  the  posters 
and  advertisements  of  the  V.D.  Publicity  Campaign,  they  were  anxious  to  be 
reassured .  These  patients  were  drawn  from  a  wide  cross  section  of  the  community, 
and  presented  an  equally  wide  variety  of  social  problems.  Most  of  them  attended 
very  regularly,  and  those  who  did  default  usually  responded  to  letters,  or  to  a  home 
visit,  but  in  difficult  cases  in  which  children  have  been  involved  the  N.S.P.C.C. 
was  asked  to  visit.  It  was  possible  to  arrange  for  several  patients,  most  of  whom 
had  attended  over  a  period  of  years,  to  have  a  holiday  in  the  country,  or  a  few*  weeks 
at  a  Convalescent  Home.  They  all  returned  having  benefited  by  the  change,  and 
feeling  much  more  able  to  continue  their  treatment. 

The  social  work  in  the  Maternity  department  has  developed  considerably 
during  1946.  All  the  1 ,260  patients  who  booked  during  the  year  were  seen  by  the 
Almoner  on  their  first  attendance,  and  were  subsequently  seen  by  her  at  least  four 
times  during  their  pregnancy.  Inadequate  housing  presented  the  greatest  difficulty 
though  some  patients  were  fortunate  in  securing  prefabricated  houses.  Many  ex- 
service  men’s  wives  were  provided  with  clothes  for  themselves  and  their  babies, 
and  grants  were  also  obtained  for  cots  and  prams.  Home  helps  were  secured  from 
the  boroughs  for  those  patients  having  a  home  confinement  and  unable  to  arrange 
for  domestic  help  privately,  and  part-time  home  help  was  also  secured  for  some  of 
the  patients  leaving  the  wards.  During  the  year  thirty  single  girls  and  several 
married  women  who  were  having  illegitimate  children  consulted  the  Almoner,  and 
suitable  arrangements  were  made  in  each  case  for  both  mother  and  child.  Two 
adoptions  were  arranged  in  close  co-operation  with  the  National  Adoption  Associa¬ 
tion:  twin  girls  aged  three  months,  and  a  small  boy  who  went  to  his  adopters  six 
days  before  his  first  birthday. 

With  the  appointment  in  November  of  an  Assistant  Almoner  for  the  Out- 
Patient  department,  it  is  hoped  not  only  to  increase  the  Social  Work  in  that  depart¬ 
ment,  but  also  to  enable  the  In-patient  Almoner  to  see  every  patient  at  least  once 
.during  her  stay,  and  so  give  an  opportunity  of  discussing  any  difficulties  or  problems
